ADDIS ABABA (UPI). — A 
general strike by lpO,000 
Ethiopian workers called In 
doflunce of an army - ban 
collapsed today only hours after 
it started. 

The failure of the walkout 
averted a showdown between 
the country's trode union 
movement and Ethiopia's new 
military rulers, diplomatic ob- 
servers said. 

The confrontation with lis 
threat of widespread clashes 
between workers and soldiers 
was the most serious the 
country's military reformers 
have faced since they deposed 
Emperor Halle Selassie Sept. 12 
and vowed to bring the country 
Into the 20th Century with wide-, 
ranging reforms.

. There is much truth in Goldwatcr's charge. 
Congress in the broad picture will be vehemently in 
favor of halting Inflation, but when' it comes down

And when it comes to sick leave, pensions, ' 
vacations and other benefits, an overly*benevolent 
government has granted them perquisites which 
are enjoyed by very, very few of the workers in 
private, business. 

If we are to beat inflation, it must start 
somewhere. The adage that a mile walk starts with 
one step is as true of beating inflation as it is oi 
other endeavors. 

$700 million saved inay be a small step towards 
controlling inflation, but it is one step. larger one 
would be drastic cuts in other federal spending. 

President Ford will have a difficult time holdmg 
national expendiUires in line this year, and almost 
no chance of a balanced budget in the fiscal year 
beginning July l, 1975, if this is an indication of . 
what we may expect from the Congress.

Thin blood clots slo-wJy_

Dear Ur.Thosleson: 1 would like to know what 
you mean by the "so-called blood thinners." You 
—saldcxccslvc use could couse bruises. 



I have taken blood ihiners'for longer than l 
care lo remember. I have never felt it was 
neccssaty lo take that many or that they do that 
much good. Why do you call Ihcm "so-cailed" 
and do Ihcy have any olhcr adverse effects? —

I used the term "so-called" because that Is the 
popularly used word. Tlie lechnlcal innd more 
accurate) term Is ■■oniiconguinnis," 

That is. the antlcoagulnnts have the property 
of retarding the clotting of blood, although other 
than Ihol they do not markedly change the 
consistency of the blood. Here Is one effect : 

If, having normal blood, you get n bump hard 
enough to break some tiny blood vcsscli;. Ihu 
blood will dot so rapidly that relatively little of It 
cscapcs.'But If the blood has been "ihlnncd" with 
- anUconguinnts. _thp _blood does_nol clot so 
■promptly; more of 11 seeps Inio ih'e' tissues, and 
presently Ihere Is enough lo causb 0 vlsll)Ie 
bruise. The antlcoagulnnts do not' causc the 
bruises'— but they permit them to develop. 

SImllorly a nick, say from shaving, or any 
small wound will bleed longer It you arc lieing 
treated with antlcoagulonls.

BOISE - An esthnated 12,000 to 15,000 acres 
of Idaho potatoes sprayed with an unapproved 
herbicide cannot be marketed without federal 
approval, according to WUson Kellogg, director 
of the Idaho Department of Agriculture. ' 

But Kellogg believes. the US Enviroranental 
Protection Agency will either .grant a 
temporary tolerance of herbicide Sencor 
residue in spuds or will permanently regbter 
the chemical before the sprayed potatoes go 
bad. 

He said that Sencor, a brand name for the 
diemlcal metrlbuzln,. U. not dangerous- to 
humans, The chemical is regbtered for use on 
qnids In C^ada and has EPA approval for use 
on soybeans In the United States. 

He said the IDA now estimates that between 
12,000 and 15,000 acres of potatoes In Idaho were 
sprayed with the unregl^eredberUdde. About 
337^ acres of spuds were idanted In the state 
tills year. ' 

To insure the crop sprayed with metribttzln • 



will' not be lost, KfiUbgg said Oie IDA has 
requested the EPA lemporarily to allow up to 
, 0.1 per cent of one Ipart per million of the 
chemical In potatoes. Currently no amount of 
melrlbuzin residue is allowed. 

But even It this request b not granted, the ■ 
spTiiyed potatoes could be stored until the EPA 
grants registration, he' said. CSwrn-Agro; a 
Kfinsas C3ty firm whldi produces Sencor.
